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entire, eonie, whh very regular oiitlines. Whorls 12-18, eonvex, 
reguhirly inereasing, furnisbed witb smali warts, beeoining obsolete 
at the base of eaeb wborl and disappearing on tbe two last ones and 
seulptnred witb fine ineised spiral sulei morę erowded towards tbe 
base of tbe sbell. Sntiire impressed, canalieulate on tbe last yolii- 
tions. Body wborl broadly oval, rounded, often morę convexbelow 
its niiddle. Apertiire oval, angular above, not imieb effnse nor 
oblique, scareely si>iuoiis, livid witbin. Coluniellar edge tbiek, 
regularly arebed. Opereidum as nsiial in tbe genus.

Tbis bas been snbinitted for Identification to Dr. A. Brot, tbe 
regretted autbor of many papers on Meltuiians and be wrote me tbat 
be reeeived tbe same sbell from Dr. W. D. Hartman under the 
erroneous name of Melania mariei Gass. Ile was unaeąuainted 
witb tbe sbell from Vate and tbougbt it niay prove to be an un- 
deseribed speeies, so tbat I venture to give a name to it, under Dr. 
Brot’s undispnted autbority. 

Neritina coccinea Anc. 

Sbell solid, oblong, not sbiiiing, reddisb-yellow, witbout markings, 
tinged witb orange near tbe aperture, fiiiely striated, not spirally 
sculptured, convex but not globose. Spire distinct, obtuse, lateral, 
entire, consisting of two wborls only, very rapidly inereasing, tbe 
last one very large, transverse]y oval. Siiture linear. Aperture 
oblique, witb tbe superior edge long and elliptical connected witb 
tbe basal by a large fiat and thick callosity of a duli wbitisb or livid 
eolor. jNIargins not remote. Outer margin acute. Septal area 
witbout teetb. Opercnlura red, tbin.

Tbis very pretty little speeies is quite different from any one I 
know of. It may perbaps be allied to Pease’s rabida, from Tahiti, 
but is very mueb larger. 

NEW AMERICAN UNIO.

Unio Askewi, new speeies. 

Shell smootb, subrotund, somewbat inflated, inequilateral ; sides 
sligbtly eonstrieted, rounded before, subtruneate posteriorly, witb 
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or withoiit rays, rays obscnred. Siibstance of tlie shell tli i ck and 
solid ; beaks smali, witli a few ratber coarse, concentric undiilations ; 
li^anient ratlier lon^ and dark brown ; epidermis reddisli-brown ; 
growtli lines ratlier coarse and sliglitly riiised ; iinibonial slope 
obtiisely angiilar; posterior slope angnlar, witli a raised ridge 
froiii beaks to posterior eiid, sliglitly biangulated ; Cardinal teeth 
large, erect, coinpressed and cornigate; lateral teeth short and 
sliglitly ciirved; anterior cicatrices distinct and deej); posterior 
cicatrices distinct; cavity of tlie shell deep ; cavitv of the beaks 
inoderately deep ; iiacre wliite or rose*color; soft parts uuknown. 

Habitat: Yilbige Creek, Ilardin Co., Texas; Sabinę River, 
Texas. 

This shell seems to l)e between TJ. headleianus Lea and U. chicha- 
satcheasis Lea, and bears sonie reseinblance to U. chunii Lea. It is 
morę triangular than U. headleianus^ and morę solid, with a difter- 
ent ej)iderniis and teeth ; it is much morę inflated and niore aiigular 
posteriorly than chlckasawhensis, and it differs iu being less heavy 
in the beaks and in the oiitline of the shell. 

One specinien was received many years ago from Mr. A. G. 
Wetherby, from Yillage Creek, Hardin Co., Texas, and manyspeci- 
mens, lately, from jMr. H. O. Askew, of Austin, Texas, who is an 
earnest worker in this family of shells, and in whose honor I name 
this shell.
